After studying God’s plan of salvation, as set 
forth in the Bible, with as much intelligence and 
honesty of purpose as I have been able to summons 
to the task, Iam quite convinced of two things; 
namely, first, that infidelity’s stock in trade is the 
excrescence of over-credulous minds, which, in 
their “‘zeal without knowledge,’ have claimed for 
the Bible vastly more than it ever claimed for itself. 
Secondly, I rest in the blessed faith that ‘‘Jesus is 
the Christ,”’ the ‘‘sent of God,’’ the “Savior of sin- 
ners,’’ the only ‘‘way, the truth, and the life,’’ the 
fulfillment of all prophecy, the end of all revela- 
tion, and ‘tthe amen.”’ 

This being the blessed end to which all litera- 
tures, all religions, all sacred books, and all civiliza- 
tions have brought us, it matters precious little, 
with me, what a man thinks of Zoroaster, Buddha, 
Confucius, Mohammed, Moses, or anybody else— 
the vital question is, ‘‘What think ye of Christ?” 
Nor does it trouble me in the least as to how a man 
may regard the Zend-Avesta, the Vedas, the Koran, 
the Books of Mormon, the five Books of Moses, 
the Psalms, Proverbs, Chronicles, Ruth, Esdras, 
Tobit, the Idol Bell, or any other book of sacred 
pretensions; the great question, which meets us at 
the threshold of life, is, ‘‘What think ye of the 
Gospel of Christ, which is the power of God unto 
salvation,’’ and which is ‘‘on earth peace, good-will 
to man?”’ 

In my last article I sought to show that the doc- 
trine of ‘‘verbal inspiration’ is the human ‘‘pill”’ 
at which reason, intelligence, and common sense 
strangled and choked. No mancan read the Bible, 
as he would read the Koran, with reason on its ex- 
alted throne, where God intended it to stay, and 
believe that the Infinite dictated every word, from 
the beginning of Genesis to the end of Revelation, 
without first stultifying every ounce of judgment 
he has. To believe a doctrine so out of keeping 
with sense, involves a faith in the fact that all the 
original manuscripts, with their various readings, 
were inspired in all their entirety of words. If not 
all, which one was? If each and all were verbally 
dictated, why this diversity of reading? But cre- 
dulity must not stop here in the mire, but must 
choke down the belief that all the translators, with 
their infinite diversity of translation, were each in- 
spired to use the exact words that have come down 
tous! If all the translators had not the right word 
dictated to them, then which one had? If all the 
original translators set down the identical word that 
God gave them to put down, why such discrepancy 
of words? Why have Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John presented the Gospel narrative each in his own 
style, each using his own peculiar words, and each 
leaving out part of the sacred story told by the 
others? Only for the reason that infidelity feeds on 
such nonsense, I should not even refer to a dogma so 
antiquated, and so over-burdened with superstition. 


THE TRINITY, TOO, 


Has contributed its share to the infidel stock in 
trade. Men, noted for their profound common 
sense, have been asked to believe that ‘“‘God is abso- 
lutely one, as Jacob is one,’’ and before this blessed 
faith has become a vitalizing truth in the mind, 
they are required to believe that ‘‘God is absolutely 
three, as Peter, James, and John are three.”? My! 
my!! What shall be done now but to abandon 
reason, shut the eyes, and for the sake of being 
called ‘‘orthodox,’’ incur the awful rebuke of hav- 
ing ‘‘eyes, but see not?”’ It were bad enough if one 
man could be found whose obtuseness of mind en- 
abled him to believe such a palpable contradiction 
of terms, but when such crookedness of thinking is 
set forth as a test of Christian fellowship, we then 
begin to realize that with all our boasted “‘liberty of 
thought”’ it only means, after all, that we have the 
liberty to ‘‘stop thinking.’”’ Let those believe it 
who can, but do not bother those who can not. 
TOTAL DEPRAVITY, TOO, 


Has helped largely to feed the craving appetite of a 
skepticism which seeks an apology for its ungodly 
life. First tell a man.that he is ‘‘utterly unable by 
his very nature to think a good thought, speak a 
good word, or put forth a noble act,” and in the 
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next sentence exhort him to ‘‘think well, speak 
well, and act well,” is so devoid of the teachings of 
reason that the “common people’ instinctively 
reply, ‘“‘This is not only crooked thinking intensi- 
fied, but if the soul is created thus the Creator is 
woefully at fault.” 

Beside, if the soul is ‘‘totally depraved,”’ then all 
laws, both human and divine, which propose obedi- 
ence or punishment, reflect upon the character of 
the law-makers, and are a gross outrage upon the 
helpless soul. Why punish a soul at all, especially 
punish it in an endless hell, for doing the very 
thing and the only thing for which its totally de- 
praved nature fitted it? 

The only saving thing connected with this blas- 
phemous doctrine is, nobody ever fully believed it. 
If they had, alas! alas!! for human endeavor. Con- 
vince a man that he has no native ability to think 
well, speak well, and act well, and from necessity 
he can not so much as put forth a laudable effort to 
do either. Convince a man, beyond the shadow of 
a doubt, that he is by nature a ‘‘devil’’ and a 
‘devil’? he will be. The parent knows that, the 
school-teacher knows that, the devil knows that, 
everybody seems to know that but the preacher. 
But the saving clause in the preacher’s theology is, 
he does not believe it himself. For this he should 
be devoutly thankful. 

But while he does not believe that he himself is 
“totally depraved”’ nor is his family, heought tostop 
telling his neighbors and his neighbors’ children 
that they are. If the beloved preacher would 
further accept my advice I would suggest that this 
dogma, born of wicked controversy during the 
fourth century, which puts a club in the hand of in- 
fidelity and stands directly in the way of Christian 
progress, that he now consents to do the kindly 
office of soothing its gentle passage to the tomb, and 
there bury itin a hopeless grave, that it may no 
longer disgrace a religion which is but the counter- 
part of the soul made in the image ofits blessed 
and divine Creator. You may believe in total de- 
pravity for yourself, but do not include me.

NATIONAL REFORM. 


BY J. M. FOSTER. 





The National Reform Association was organized 
in Pittsburg, in 1864. The Hon. Felix R. Brunot 
is president. Among the vice-presidents are Rev. 
Joseph Cook, the Boston Monday lecturer; Dr. 
Seeley, president of Amherst College; Dr. Scovell, 
president of Wooster University; Bishop Hunting 
ton, of Syracuse, N. Y.; Judge Hagans, of Cincin- 
nati; Dr Cuyler, of Brooklyn; Dr. Herrick John- 
son, of Chicago; Miss Frances E. Williard, presi- 
dent of the National Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, and Ex-Justice Strong, of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 'The organ of the association is the Chris- 
tian Statesman, a weekly published in Philadel- 
phia. The association has four district secretaries 
in the field who give all their time tothe work. 
and four who give one-fourth time. These men go 
from place to place lecturing in colleges, universi- 
ties, and theological seminaries, preaching in the 
pulpits of the several churches on Sunday, writing 
articles for the press—secular and religious—and sv 
endeavoring to awaken the public conscience to the 
necessity of moral reformation. The society is 
pushing along the lines of Sunday reform, reforma- 
tion in our divorce legislation, temperance reforma- 
tion, etc. The object is to conserve the Christian 
features of our Government and place this Nation 
in its proper relation to the authority and law o! 
God. It is assumed that this is a Christian Nation. 
This country was settled by Christian men with 
Christian ends in view. The Pilgrim fathers, be- 
fore landing on Plym»uth Rock, while in the cabin 
of the Mayflower, dratted a constitution of govern- 
ment, which began, ‘‘In the name of God, amen. 
For the glory of God and the maintenance of the 
Christian faith,’’ etc. All the colonial charters and 
compacts contained the principle embodied in the 
ordinance of 1787 which gave rise to the North- 
western Territory, the centennial «:f the settlement 
of which we have so recently been celebrating. 
“Religion, morality, and knowledge are essential] 
to good government.’’ The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence recognizes a superintending Providence 
in National affairs. In thirty-four out of thirty- 
eight state constitutions th: re is a recognition of 
“the higher law.’’ In all the inaugural addresses 
of our presidents, save one, there is an acknowledg- 
ment of the responsibility of all nations in general, 
and of ours in particular, to ‘‘the Governor among 
the nations.’”’ And then, the chaplaincies in our 
armies and navies, in congressional and legislative 
halls, the Bible in our public schools and reforma- 
tory institutions, the oath in our courts of justice, 
the oath of civil officers, our Sunday laws, laws 
protecting the ordinance of Christian marriage, 
laws making blasphemy and profanity punishable 
offenses, etc.—these ure but the details of the great 
leading fact that Christianity is the common law in 
this land; in other words, this isa Christian Na- 
tion. 

Writers distinguish between the Nation and its 
Government. The Nation is the creature of God, 
born in his providence, maintained by his bounty, 
and responsible to him for its character and con- 
duct; the Government is the agent set up by the 
Nation to carry out its will. The Government may 
change, but the Nation has a unity and continuity 
running through the generations. Now, a Chris- 
tian nation ought to have a Christian government. 

I. Because the character of the nation is ulti- 
mately determined by the character of the government, 
and if the nation be above its government, morally, 
either it must bring the government up to its level 
at the first or else the government will bring the 
nation down to its level at the last.

Philip II., of Spain, was a rank papist. In 1588 
he built the Invincible Armada to destroy Protest- 
antism in England and make the papal tiara su- 
preme in Europe. Spain is to-day a Roman Catho- 
lie country. France revoked the Edict of Nantes 
and expelled 400,000 Huguenots. In doing that she 
slit her veins and let flow her best blood. The 
reign of terror was the legitimate fruit. A French 
general has recently shown that in that revocation 
France furnished the Prussian army, of the awful 
invasion of 1870, more than eighty staff officers. 
Thus her retribution came. France is to-day a na- 
tion of skeptics. In 1532 Henry VIII. repudiated 
the authority of the pope and made himself the head 
of the Church of England. Queen Victoria to-day 
enjoys that bad eminence. 

One hundred years ago this Nation adopted a Con- 
stitution which does not contain the name of God. 
The words Bible, Christian, and Christianity are 
not found in it; it is silent as the grave respecting 
God and his law. It is a secular Constitution. 
Being the supreme law of the land, ‘‘it determines 
the character of the Government.’’ For one century 
it has been exerting its secularizing intluence upon 
this Christian Nation, and what with Sunday dese- 
cration, intemperance, speedy and easy divorce, and 
political corruption, we are rapidly becoming a 
secularized Nation. Shall this influence go on to 
completion? Goethe said: ‘‘Plant an oak in a vase 
and either the vase must burst or the oak will die.’’ 
We have planted the tree of our civil and religious 
liberties in the vase of a secular Constitution. Shall 
the tree perish or the vase give way? Save our 
Christian Nation and mend the Constitution! And 
30 the National Reform Association proposes that 
this Nation place in the preamble to its Constitution 
some such an amendment as will suitably acknowl- 
edge Almighty God as the source of all authority, 
the Lord Jesus Christ as the ruler of nations, and 
the Bible as the fountain of all law, and so place 
the Christian laws, institutions, and usages of our 
country upon an undeniably legal basis in the funda- 
mental law of the land.

You have nothing else todo. You can do nothing 
else. You need do nothing else,’’ etc.

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OUR EDITOR. 

The editor of a religious periodical is not like 
Cerberus in Greek mythology, the monster that 
guarded the entrance to the infernal regions. ‘‘He 
was the son of Typhon and Echidna, and is repre- 
sented as a dog with many heads, the tail of a ser- 
pent, and a mane composed of the anterior extrem- 
ities of numberless snakes. His business was to 
admit the spirits of the dead into their subterranean 
abode, but not to let them outagain. Orpheus lulled 
him to sleep with his lyre, and Hercules dragged him 
from hades and exhibited him to the eyes of wonder- 
ing mortals.”? Neither is an editor a St. Peter, hold- 
ing the infallible keys of the kingdom of heaven, 
though he can lock out of his paper whom he will 
for good and sufficient cause. That he has a right 
to do and is expected to do. He has the potter’s 
right over the clay from the same lump to make 
one part a vessel unto honor and another unto dis- 
honor. I never find fault with my wife for mak- 
ing poor bread; I let her lay it to the miller or the 
yeast. Ido not complain of my editor as long as 
he is true to his convictions of right. His is an 
onerous work; often it must be painful when he has 
to come in contact with tender-footed folks, and 
they are numerous. I am more than pleased when 
the editor returns my rejected article with or with- 
out a reason. Not that I think that a good and 
wise editor can not be mistaken. I take it for 
granted that some men in humble positions know 
quite as much as those that sit in Moses’ seat. 1 
never expect to get a two-inch bolt through a meal 
sieve without a rupture. 

Our edit«r gives me credit for having a rugged 
nature. That is highly complimentary. All great 
men have such a nature. What a grand, rugged, 
healthy nature Paul had, John the Baptist, and all 
the prophets and patriarchs! He speaks of my ‘‘rug- 
ged nature’ with a woman’s heart and sympathy. 
In this he overwhelms me with praise. 

That is my idea of God. He hasa mother’s heart 
and sympathy. That is my idea also of the first 
man. He was male and female, a dual nature, with 
a Wwoman’s heartandsympathy. Butit took Jehovah 
to separate the woman from the man. We may 
have crude notions of the modus operandi. God 
did it nevertheless. My nature is so rugged, rocky, 
forest-like, and mountainous that it approache- 
virgin soil. It has the love of truth for the girdle ot 
its loins and faithfulness for the girdle of itsreins. In 
it the wolf dwells with the lamb, and the leopard lies 
down with the kid, and the calf and the young lion 
and the fatling together, and a little child leads them, 
and the cow and the bear feed, and their young 
ones lie down together. The lion eats straw like 
the ox, and the sucking child plays on the hole 
of the asp, and the weaned child can put his hand 
on the basilisk’s den. These shall not hurt nor 
destroy in all my holy mountain. Such, brother 
editor, isa “‘rugged nature, with a woman’s heart 
and sympathy” created anew in Christ Jesus. 

An editor should not be a coward. He should be 
bold, free, aggressive; neither should his paper be a 
petty, time-serving weakling, trundling in old ruts 
worn deep by the baggage-wagons of the dark ages. 
Often Ido not wonder that a paper of one hun- 
dred summers has not gained one thousand numer- 
ically in fifty years. It would be of interest to have 
an autopsy and look into the whys. I prejudge 
the case thus: lack of brains, of original thought; 
has not kept pace with the growth of the age; milk- 
diluted diet. I do not say that my editor sifts too 
closely or not enough. I believe in the freedom 
and sovereignty of the pen—nature’s noblest gift to 
men. The editor little knows to how many certain 
men speak in their writings that are regarded by a 
few as objectionable. He knows more to whom 
they are not apostolic. The last article I furnished, 
against which the door was shut as a foolish virgin, 
if it had found its way through the editor’s sieve 
would have been highly commended by first-class 
minds. Many kindly envied against ‘The Chal- 
lenge Accepted, or the Larger Hope,’ yet it was 
copied into five periodicals and read by more than 
one hundred thousand people, a larger number 
than I have preached to in a ministry of more than 
fiity years. I received many kind letters of con- 
gratulation from men and women in the higher 


Christian and literary ranks of life. My pen, like 
the tabled spear,. heals all the wounds it inflicts 
When our purposes are balked we do not, like 





Achilles when his captive lover was taken from 
him wrongfully, break our sword and swear we 
will never lift it more in the defense of truth. We 
behave more wisely and work on. We love our 
periodicals; they are of a high standard; they are 
bread to many, but do not feed all the best think- 
ers as they ought. Our periodicals should be of a 
type sought after by fifty thousand people. I think 
they have received a larger money patronage, ac- 
cording to their capacity and size, than any paper 
published in America. I have known all of our 
editors from David Millard to the present in- 
cumbent— Badger, Summerbell, C. J. Jones, J. P. 
Watson, and others—grand men, and many of them 
men of whom the age in which they lived were not 
worthy. May God raise up many editors, writers, 
and preachers of “‘rugged natures, with a woman’s 
heart and sympathy,’’ in whom are the lion and 
the lamb reposing, led by a little child.

The subject of his prelude was ‘‘National Consti- 
tutional Prohibition.”’ ‘‘The fiercest foe of prohi- 
bition,’’ said he, ‘‘is the organized liquor traffic. It 
is able to concentrate its power in one state or 
another, as exigencies of the case may require; 
consequently, the battle which is about to be fought 
in Massachusetts is not merely astate but a National 
conflict. Again, as long as prohibition is not a part 
of the fundamental law of the United States; in 
other words, as long as onestate may license, while 
its neighbor prohibit; liquor selling, just so long 
prohibition will fail of its highest effectiveness, 
Prohibition sentiment therefore must be political 
and National; and it is not through politicians or 
even philanthropists only or chiefly that the great | 
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current atheisticand immoral ideas be counteracted, 

Again, neither history nor ethics can be taught 
scientifically without a recognition of the great 
facts of Christianity. Even common morality has 
a religious basis. Behind the natural is the super- 
natural. One might as well make a book on the 
fine arts, withou! mentioning the Sistine Chapel, 
as to teach morals without taking into account Him 
in whom the ethical life found its perfect exempli- 
fication.

now seeking to add to the Constitution, chiefly to! 
protect the public school system against denomina- 
tional aggression by Romanists. For example: If 
the National Constitution forbade the sectarian use 
of public funds, certain flagrant abuses in New! 
York City—notably the fact that 10,000 children at- 
tend sectarian schools at public expense—would be | 
impossible. Furthermore, the Edmunds’ amend- 
ment, by permitting the use of the Bible in the’ 
schools, reaffirmed this most important truth, to- | 
wit: That while in our land the state and the 
Church are separate, the state and Christianity are 
not separate. 

Again, what is a purely secular basis for the pub- 
lic schools? According to the narrower definition 
it excludes the Bible and devotional exercises; but 
according to the more sweeping view, it exclu:‘es 
also the teaching of a religiously-grounded moral- | 
ity, and in extreme cases even the recognition of | 
God’s existence. 

Why, it may be asked, should the common 
schools teach common morals? They must, first, 
because one quarter of the school children never 
see the inside of a church, and, therefore, second, 
because the Church and the family, while efficient, 
are not sufficient, and, third, because only by an 
institution as universal as the public schools can

Unless the church has some standing resolution 
or other regulation bearing on the subject, a minis- 
ter who is in possession of the pastoral office is by 
virtue of that office the chairman of all church 
meetings at which he is present. It is very prob- 
able that even any custom, resolution, or regula- 
tion that would deny this right of the pastor would 
be injurious in the end to thespiritual and temporal 
interests of any but the most powerful church. For 
the chairman of a parliamentary assembly has a 
business influence that should always be resident 
with the spiritual and moral influence of the church.

A REPLY TO “EXPOSITORY.” 

Bro. Watson,—I find an editorial explanation on 
the baptism of our Savior in HERALD No. 5, page 
8, headed ‘‘Expository.’”’ My brother says that 
‘John did not fully understand the Messianic mis- 
sion.’”’ I think this rather a hard saying aboutsuch 
aman as John. [Why so, when noneof the twelve 
understood it, though Jesus was their personal 
teacher? See Acts 1: 6.—Ep.] I now ask my 
brother to once more read the history of this noted 
preacher. 

Matt. 11: 11, ‘‘Among them that are born of 
women there hath not risen a greater than John 
the Baptist.’”’ And again, Luke 16: 16, ‘‘The law 
and the prophets were until John: since that time 
the kingdom of God is preached [what then?] and 
every man presseth into it.”’ Then read the angel’s 
address in Luke 1: 76, ‘‘And thou, child, shall be 
called the prophet of the Highest; filled with the 
Holy Ghost, even from his mother’s womb.’’ Thus 
John stands the highest of all the prophets; hon- 
ored and trusted with the highest and grandest com- 
mission ever given to any human being on earth; 
the chosen one of God to go before the face of the 
Lord and prepare his ways and give knowledge of 
salvation unto his people by the remission of their 
sins, and to give light to them that sat in darkness 
and in the shadow of death. 

It was this same John that Jesus had reference to 
when he said to his disciples ‘‘that Elias must first 
come and restore all things,’’ and then said ‘he is 
already come.’’? Was that not business-like? He 
was here all ready to obey orders. Jesus had 
already sent the word of God to John in the wilder- 
ness, and presently John was heard preaching the 
baptism of repentance. The Gospel plainly shows 
that John thoroughly understood his mission, for he 
got his commission from heaven. Jesus asked the 
priests and elders this question, ‘‘The baptism of 
John, whence was it, from heaven or of men?” 
They reasoned among themselves but did not give 
a truthful answer, and they were denied the answer 
of their request. The baptism of John was not his 
own baptism, it wasa gift sent to him from heaven; 
and Jesus well knew that they would not own to 
that, therefore he gave them this question. But 
John himself says: ‘‘He that sent me to baptize 
with water, the same said unto me, Upon whom 
thou shalt see the Spirit descending, and remaining 
on him, the same is he who baptizeth with the Holy 
Ghost.”” By this sign John had a double witness, 
and could say, ‘‘Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” The next-day 


John said to his disciples, ‘‘Behold the Lamb of 








God!’ By this we understand that John understood 
his mission. 

But my brother says further that ‘‘John himself 
doubtless had not been baptized, nor have we evidence 
that he afterwards was.’’ But how does my brother 
know that he was not baptized when he says this? 
“John was inducting others into the new dispensation 


by baptism, though he himself did not pertain to it.” | 


How can my brother say this without having a 
“thus saith the Lord?”’ {Will Bro. Doner read the 
last half of Matt. 11: 11?—Ep.] I have just as good 
reason to say that John was baptized [If John was 
baptized why did he tell Jesus ‘“‘I have need to be 
baptized of thee?”’ Matt. 3: 14.—Ep.]; but I have 
no “thus saith the Lord,’’? and therefore can not 
do it. 

My brother admits that Jesus was baptized, not for 
his own sake, but for example’s sake. If this was 
necessary for Jesus to fulfill all righteousness, would 
it not be equally required of John? Weare not told 
that Peter, John, Philip, or Andrew were bap- 
tized, and yet I believe they were all baptized, be- 
cause they could not fulfill all righteousness with- 
out baptism. Does it look reasonable that John 
could lay down a divine law before an audience 
and ask them every one to comply with it and 
refuse to comply with it himself? But the brother 
says if John was unbaptized the people did not de- 
mand itof him. I ask what right had the people 
to demand baptism for him? They did not com- 
mission him, they did not elect him nor appoint 
him, and therefore could make no demands. But 
John was empowered from on high to make this 
demand from the people, and it was for them to 
fulfillit. ‘‘He that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved.’’ 

But again you say, ‘‘John may not have really be- 
longed to the kingdom that he was preaching, pertain- 
ing himself to Moses and the law under the old dis- 
pensation.’”’ How my brother thinks to make all 
these ideas of his to harmonize is a puzzle to me. 
Let us try the harmony clause between the law and 
the Gospel. 

Luke 16: 16, ‘The law and the prophets were 
until John: since that time the kingdom God is 
preached, and every man presseth into it.”’ John 
was the first man in this kingdom, the first man who 
preached the doctrine of this kingdom, the first who 
preached repentance and remission of sins, the first 
who baptized with water under the new dispensa- 
tion, the first who said ‘‘behold the Lambof God,”’ 
the first who told the people to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. John was the first to blaze the line 
between the law and the Gospel. This man was a 
stranger to the Jerusalemites; they never had seen 
him until he came thundering the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. He never had been to Jerusalem from the 
days of his youth to offer up a sacrifice, then how 
can my brother say that he pertained himself to 
Moses and the law when all was to the contrary? 
Did he not say to the Jewish multitudes, ‘‘Think 
not to say you are Abraham’s children?’’ If he had 
been under the law he would have said we be 
Abiaham’s children or the disciples of Moses, as 
they told Jesus. (Matt. 3: 14, 15.) 

John refuses to baptize Jesus at his first request, 
and Peter refused to let Jesus wash his feet, and Jesus 
refused to give the children’s bread to the dogs, but 
faith made compliance. There is but one reason for 
John’s refusal, although it may be linked in with a 
number of thoughts. The first of these may be that 
he had already told the people that his Master was 
so great that he did not feel himself worthy to untie 
the lace of his shoes, being the very lowest act he 
possibly could stoop to. Then when Jesus came (per- 
haps unawares) and asked John to baptize him it 
must have struck John with wonder to think that 
his Lord and Master—the lion of the tribe of Judah, 
the Redeemer and Savior of the world, the author 
and finisher of our salvation, the mildest, purest, 
and most loving soul that ever breathed, the most 
and highest honored in the world—that he should 
come on foot all the way to Jordan, leaving Jerusa- 
lem with all its grandeur, temple, and furniture, 
high-priests, and offerings behind, looking for John, 
who was clad in coarse raiment, whose food was 
locusts and wild honey, and yet receive such an hon- 
orable request. Well might John say, ‘‘I have need 
to be baptized of you.”” John had told them that 
Jesus would baptize with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire. John may have thought that Jesus would in- 





troduce this instead of water; but when Jesus told 
him that it required the water baptism to fulfill all 
righteousness, then he at once suffered him. Jesus 
said “the servant is not greater than his Lord.’ 


John being the servant thought it more becoming - 


for his Lord (being the greater) to baptize him. 
This leaves us no reason to say that John was not 
baptized with water; and as for the Holy Ghost bap- 
tism, the angel of God has declared that in the be- 
ginning he received it in its fullest capacity. But 
the people were not satisfied without a water bap- 
tism for the answering of a good conscience to- 
wards God, and an outward seal of obedience to 
our Lord. 

And now to sum up I must say to my brother, 
thatin the way you have represented John the 
Baptist everybody would judge him to be a hypo- 
crite; they would say he teaches others to do what 
he does not do himself. While you say ‘‘he was 
inducting others into the new dispensation by baptism, 
though he himself did not belong to it,’? what would 
you think of a Christian preacher who would make 
his principal theme that of baptism and himself 
unbaptized? Could he have a conscience void of 
offense towards God, or even be justified by the 
people? The unconverted world itself would spurn 
such a preacher. JOHN DONER.

THE BELOVED BROTHER. 

When the good man dies the world weeps for 
sorrow, thus attesting its appreciation of goodness 
and real worth. It is not greatness in the hollow 
sense of talent, station, power, and wealth, that the 
world has chiefest admiration for. It is greatness 
of a better sort—that of sweetness, goodness, love, 
sympathy, and ready help. The great men and 
women which bear the last analysis with grandest 
credit are hardly the exceptions to the rule. They 
are a grand army—a host that no man can easily 
number, but their frequent and constant appear- 
ance on the stage of active, moral life does not 
lessen the world’s admiration for them. Each 
good man is kingly in his way, and the grandeur 
of his virtues is more conspicuous than the bright- 
est insignias of royalty can make the man to appear. 

Whatever the world is in its outward expression, 
the throne of its judgment is clothed with righteous- 
ness and its scales are true as a rule to the spirit of 
loftiest sentiment. A thousand Alexanders would 
be accorded less applause from the deeper heart 
than one humble name that spanned a life of truest 
and purest devotion to humanity. This is most 
commendatory to the world of to-day, and is a 
cheering prophecy of better things in the early 
morrow. 

Among the good men, the great and heroic in the 
way of moral worth, the Christians of America 
will ever write high on their scroll of honorable 
names that of our deeply lamented brother, J. E. 
BrusH, of New York City. Few names have em- 
blazoned the HERALD page for the last thirty years 
more frequently and none more sweetly and disin- 
terestedly. No article has seemed to be for per- 
sonal sake—but the spirit and the ambition of the 
great majority have been to feed the mind with 
knowledge and strengthen the weak arm into new 
life and vigor. His points have been as numerous 
as his paragraphs, and the supporting testimony 
has not been wanting. But chiefly has he sought 
to bring the light of hope into the heart and clothe 
the arm of weakness with a new power. He has 
shown himself the poor man’s friend and the black 
man’shelper. The ‘brother in black’’ in the South- 
ern Christian Church has never found a warmer 
advocate of his cause, while in his words of appeal 
in their behalf our brother has not been less con- 
spicuous than in his extended hand of help.

Jesus the Great Healer. 

As the burden-bearer of humanity Jesus came to 
relieve us of all burdens which sin has imposed and 
may be removed, and then to give us the assur- 
ance that his grace is sufficient for us, so that 
we need not have a fear as to the necessary crosses 
which for our good may be laid upon us. Who can 
read the eighth chapter of Matthew and not be im- 
pressed with the thought, as expressed by the 
prophet, ‘‘Himself took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses?’’ In this single chapter we read cf 
the leper who worshiped Jesus, saying, ‘‘Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean,”’ and who 
was immediately healed of his leprosy. Also of 
that man of faith—the centurion—who came to 
Jesus in the interest of a faithful servant, who was 
dangerously sick at home. As we behold the won- 
derful faith of this heathen, light is thrown upon 
that other saying of Christ—to the effect that, 
Many shall come from the east, and from the west, 
from the north, and from the south, and shall sit 
down with Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob in the 
kingdom of God, while many of the professed chil- 
dren of the kingdom shall be thrust out. Even 
Jesus marveled at the wondrous faith, though 
awakened and inspired by his divine presence. 
Then Peter’s wife’s mother who, sick of a fever, 
was restored so promptly and thoroughly that she 
immediately arose and ministered to the necessities 
of the guests. Thenewsspread rapidly through the 
neighborhood so that by evening a great multitude, 
bringing the sick and suffering to Jesus, besought 
his help, and it is said that ‘the cast out the spirits 
with his word, and healed all that were sick.’”’ A 
little further on we read of him as, wearied with 
the labors of the day, he entered a little ship with 
his disciples to pass over to the other side of the 
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lake, and when a great storm arose his fearful fol- 
lowers awakened him from his much-needed re- 
pose, crying, ‘Lord, save, or we perish.’”’?

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 18, 1889. 

The Speaker’s eye is as hard to catch now asa 
lottery prize. As the session nears its final end 
every available means is taken to secure the pas- 
sage of private bills and other pet measures, to the 
disregard of legislation of supreme importance. It 
is now certain that no tariff bill will pass the pres- 
ent Congress, and that President Harrison will 
have to call an extra session of the next Congress. 
It is even believed that the Deficiency Bill, which 
contains among other matters an eight-million-dol- 
lar appropriation for pension deficiencies, will fail 
of passage this session. Everything would indicate 
that it would be to the interest of the Republican 
party to hold an extra session, and most of its 
leaders advise it. ; 

The preparations for the inauguration are stupen- 
dous. Along Pennsylvania Avenue the sound of 
hundreds of hammers is heard, as the mammoth 
viewing stands rise high in the air. The pension 
building is temporarily surrounded with extensive 
sheds for the cooking and other necessary arrange- 
ments for the inaugural ball. Everywhere board- 
ing-house keepers and thrifty private families are 
teverishly awaiting a chance to take the stranger 
in. Still, prices will not be so high as has been 
published. Good accommodations will be avail- 
able for from $2.50 to $3.50 per day, though of 
course no one need expect a suite of rooms to him- 
self; in fact, if he gets a cot he should be satisfied. 
Food will be very little, if any, higher than usual. 

It should not be necessary to inform sensible peo- 
ple that the hotels do not follow the example of the 
railroads in offering half prices. That should not 
be expected; one should be willing to pay fully at 
such & time. 

There was a tremendous crush at the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday to witness the 
counting of the electoral vote, and although very 
little amusement could be had, the occasion par- 
took of the nature of a gal1 day. Nearly every one 
of note, or alleged note, attended. The Senate 
marched over to the House at 1 o’c.ock, and Sena- 
tor Ingalls took his seat beside Speaker Carlisle. 
The box containing the returns was opened and 
Senator Ingalls broke the seals of each envelope, 
handing the contents to some Senator or member, 
who read the vote, commencing with that of Ala- 
bama. As this was the first count under the new 
law, frequent reference to the statute was necessary. 
There have been only two occasions in history 
when the electoral vote failed to decide the contest. 

The ladies present far outnumbered the sterner 
sex and were for once admitted to the floor of the 
House during the reading. The galleries werea 
mass of fine hats and bonnets. There was only one 
unoccupied spot, and that was the President’s gal- 
lery.

Notes About Proposed Union in Japan. 

Many of you are no doubt better posted about the 
proposed union between the Congregationalists and 
the Union Church, composed of the different Presby- 
t-rian and Reformed bodies in Japan, than I can 
possibly find time to be, though in thesame country. 

This proposed union has been looked forward to 
by some of those whom it was to embrace witb 
great joy, while others felt it would better not be; 
therefore the two elements have been at work, o 
course from different motives, some feeling it would 
nelp Ou gloriously the work of Christianity in Japan. 
Some having a great deal of pride desired the union 
because it would make them members of the largest 
body of Protestant Christians in Japan. Other 
could hardly understand how that, according to 
their former teaching, their own form of govern- 
ment was right, when now they are to sanction 
what they conceive to be just the opposite, as being 
near enough correct to form one large body. This 
they felt would be wrong, and therefore opposed it, 
desiring to be consistent to what they had received 
from their teachers as the Bible form of govern- 
ment. 

The smaller missions of the Union Church in 
Japan were among those that greatly desired thi 
union. Those who had already been strengthened 
by their union with the other bodies, felt it would 
add much more to their strength should the Con- 
zregationalists come in also. In union is strength. 
Of course we must not forget that it is not by 
power or by might, but “by my Spirit, saith the 
Lord.”’ 

Committees have been appointed by both bodies 
to frame a constitution, which has been done. 
Meetings have been held from time to time, and 
last month (November, 1888,) was to be the time 
when it was to be decided. Previous to this 
meeting each body was to hold a meeting for itself, 
the day of both being November 23d, whereupon 
both met in Osaka, each in their appointed place. 
However, I learn that some of the Union Church 
preachers who were opposed to the proposed union 
were absent, thus affording the present party, which 
was, we have little doubt, by far in the majority, to 
hive its own way. The Congregational meeting 

was quite different, resulting in a postponement till 
next May (six months) when it may be again post- 
poned. D. F. JONES.
